A very great race horse was Hamburg’s cra<*k 
son, Burgomasier. There is hardly a <loubt that 
he would have completely dominatml the eastern 
racing situation in 19(K> had he remained sound. 
His early retirement that year gave Accountant 
a clear field in a succession of rich stakes, all of 
which he would have won and more la'sides. He 
was a brown colt of commanding appearance, 
great speed and staying powers up to any weight. 

As a two-year-old Burgomaster ran seven races, 
won five and was tw’ice unplaced. He began his 
racing career at Gravesend. Thursd.ay, June 1, 190.7, 
in a five furlongs purse for maidens, and was not 
placed. Inquisitor winning with Transmute st*cond 
and Cary third. Two days later he showed the 
benefit of the education received in his first race 
by mming in first by six lengths in the rich Great 
American Stakes at five furlongs, run in 1:<»1. Bo- 
lieuiian was se<*ond, .Terry Wcruberg third and 
Woolwich, Vendor, Quorum and Samson ran un- 
placed. His next start was for the Great Trial 
Stakes at Sheepshead Bay, June 24. 

This race was run over a mudily track and. at 
the finish of a fierce drive. Security won its 
$19,550 of first money by a head, with Tim- 
l)er, George C. Bennett. Bclniere ami Burgo- 
master but heads apart l>ehind him. l^ie 
race was run in 1:1.7 and, carrying 12fl poumls. 
Burgomaster was giving five pounds each to Se- 
curity. Timber and George C. Bennett, and twelve 



poumls t<» Bebnere. After this reverse he was 
never iFea'.en and proved himself incoutestibly tho 
best <ndt of the year. July 31 he won the Flash 
Stakes at Saratoga by three lengths, with 125 
poumls up. heating Gallavant. 122; Vendor, 125; 
Velours, 117; Moliawk II.. 117; The Irishman, 
117; Don Diego, 125, and Penrhyn, 122, running 
the five and one-half furlongs in l:08g. At the 
s.inie track, August 19, he won the United States 
Hotel Stakes, three-quarters, In 1:13J, with 127 
pounds up. easily defeating Pegasus, Ormondale, 
Bellsnlcker, Oyama, McKittredge and Samson. 

At Sheei»shead Bay, September 9, lie took up 
pounds, running the last three-quarters of the 
Futurity course in 1:12J, won cantering from 
Whimsical. 121; Juggler, 115; Jacobite, 119; Bill 
Phillips. 107; Flip Flap, 111; Ravena, 105; Ven- 
dor, 1*22; Fine Cloth. 103; Accountant, 118; Sid- 
ney F., D>8, and Clark Griffith, 110. His last 
race as a two-year-old was in the colts’ half of 
the Matnm Stakes at B<*lmont Park, w'bich he won 
pulled up in l:12i, defeating Penrhyn, Battleaxe 
and Ethelred with ridiculous ease.

Mr. Rhinock came here suffering with a severe 
ci>ld. and, consulting a physician, learned lie was 
liable to an attack of la grippe and was ordereil to 
remain in his rooms^t the Auditorium Anfiex.

Rhlnoi-k said he was in C^cago on matters of pri 
vate hnsineas and did not know*, auythiug sew

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lii'ce. lie was one of tlie two or throe most sne- 
ivssfiil owners at the local traeks last winter. Am 
H eonditioner and trainer of liorses. and as n 
manager, he has but few equals in tlie country 
and perbaps no superior. 

In the years gone by McCormick could have held 
many a fat berth as trainer for some of the 
wealthy turfmen of the east, but with one or two 
exceptions be has always preferred to o\vn and train 
bis own racers, and tliat be lias made a hnamdal 
success of it is shown in the fact that he is very 
likely the richest trainer in America today. It 
would be diflieult to estimate exactly what Mc- 
Cormick is worth. He owns a lot of real estate in 
Cincinnati, ak well as in New York, and a guess 
of a half million dollars would not be far out of tlie 
way. 

McCormick's eastern season last summer was 
not marked by brilliant achievements. His stable 
was not in form and his last victory was credited 
to him on .Tune 22. To attach a few of tlie local 
stakes and purses, therefore, would no doubt be 
acceptable to him at this time.
